HOW “RENT” IS DEFINED. 


Commissioner Miller Will 
His New Regulations 
Ready Soon. 


. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—The Internal 
Revenue officials are busy unraveling some 
of the intricacies involved in the Supreme 
Court income tax decision. Last night 
they had a long conference, and a large 
number of questions that have arisen were 
disposed of, and the result is that only four 
or five important problems remain to be 
solved. The words income“ and “rent” 
as used in paragraph 7 of the court’s con- 
clusions will be held to be synonymous, and 
therefore the exemptions on account of 
rent will be accepted only when it is the 
actual returns received by a landlord for 
the use of his property. Insurance, 
and ordinary repairs on rented * 

robably will be permitted to be deducted 

m incomes before making returns. Aside 
from the redemption of interest on State 
and municipal. bonds, these are believed 
to be all, or nearly all, of the changes af- 
fected by the Supreme Court decision. Com- 
missioner Miller hopes to have his supple- 
mental regulations ready by this evening or 
to-morrow. 


OLNEY’S OPINION. 


He Thinks No Judge Will Enjoin Col- 
lection of the Tax. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 10.— “80 far 
as the lower courts are concerned,“ said 
Attorney General Olney to-day,“the decision 


of the Supreme Court upon the income tax 
law is as binding as if the whole court had 
been unanimously in its favor. I cannot be- 
lieve any Judge would grant injunction to 
prevent a collector from collecting the tax 
on incomes derived from other sources than 
rents or State and municipal bonds in the 
face of the Supreme Court's action. The 
only way I can see by which persons who 
object to paying the tax can secure judicial 
action is by their paying the tax under pro- 
test and entering suit for its recovery.”’ 

The Attorney General said that some pa- 

ers had made the mistake of saying that 

n his arguments of the cases before the 
court he had mentioned rents as well as 
public bonds as likely to be unconstitutional 
features of the law. 

“It is a mistake to state that I included 
the incomes derived from rents,“ said Mr. 
Olney. I did not believe the law would hold 
regarding the taxing of State and munici- 
pal bonds and am glad the decision was 
against it in that regard, but I did not say 
anything of the sort about rents.“ 


Rents and Bonds Income. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 10.—Revenue 
Commissioner Miller has decided to require 
all who have made returns to make af- 
fidavits to the facts as to the amount of in- 
come received from rents and bonds, and 
those who have not yet sent.in their re- 
turns to make the necessary correction 
thereon before doing so. 

Private Secretary Thurber’s attention be- 
ing called to the statement contained in 
the Washington evening papers to-day that 
the President was being flooded with tele- 
grams from all parts of the country ap- 
pealing to him to call an extra session of 
Congress to repeal the income tax law, said 
that not one single telegram, letter or ver- 
bal communication had been received on the 
subject.

DR. RYAN ALSO-LOCKED UP. 


Police Have a Warrant for J. W. 
Thornton, the Girl’s East 
St. Louis Lover. 


Mrs. Margaret Storts and Dr. J. F. Ryan 
have beet rearrested for the death of Emma 
Tourville at 1107 Clark avenue. 

The notorious Jeff Storts has also been 
arrested and detectives are looking for John 
William Thornton, the East St. Louis stock- 
man, who was the flance of the dead girl. 

The warrants charge manslaughter in the 


second degree. 
Warrants have been issued by Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Johnson against all, 


of these. 

Jeff Storts and John William Thornton 
are not new figures in the sad tragedy, 
with its accompanying horrible incidents 
of infant cremation and midnight removal 
of the dead, but their alleged complicity in 
the sup crime by which Emma Tour- 
ville met her death is the development of 
Wednesday's investigations.

The body was ex- 
humed there Tuesday and Bull was present 
atethe autopsy and the inquest held over 
the remains. 

They were in an excellent state of pre- 
servation. The post mortem was made by 
Coroner O. L. Muench of Sullivan, after 
which he made the following report: = 

“T have made a post mortem examination 
of the body of Emma Tourville, April 9 
1895, at 2 F. m., and find that the direct 
cause of her death had been premature 
birth and sub uent peritonitis.“ " 

The inquest, which was held immediately 
afterwards, resulted in the following ver- 
dict pens returned: 

‘We, the jury, find that the deceased 
came to her death from the effects of pre- 
mature birth and subsequent peritonitis, 

robably inflicted or caused by a rs. 
Btorta and other person or persons un- 
known to the jury, at the residence of a 
Mrs. Storts in the city of St. Louis.“ 

About 9 o’clock Wednesday 2 Dep- 
uty Coroner Bull and Detective Allender 
held a consultation with Acting Chief of 
Police Reedy, in the latter’s office, result- 
ing in the three adjourning to Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Johnson's office. A 

ort consultation ensued, and then fol- 
‘owed the issuamce of the warrants. 

Thornton is said to have been the affi- 
anced husband of the dead girl, and while 
not the author of her original trouble, is 
reputed to have sent her to Mrs. Storts for 
treatment and to have furnished her with 
funds to pay for the latter’s services. 

As soon as the warrants were issued De- 
tectives Viehle and Frese arrested Jeff 
Storts, son of Mrs. Storts, in the First Dis- 
trict Police Court, and took him before 
Ghief Desmond, who ordered him locked 
up. The same officers then went across 
the street to Mrs. Storts' house and, placing 
her under arrest, locked*her up in the hold- 
over. 

Dr. Ryan was brought in later and placed 
in the heldover. Thornton will be arrested 
as soon as found. 

Dr. Ryan, when locked up in the hold- 
over about 11:30 o’clock, said he did not an- 
ticipate any difficulty in being able to prove 
his imnocence of any criminal act. “I have 
been a fool, he said, and was led into 
issuing a death certificate without first

MAY HAVE HOME RULE|SPEAKER OF THE 
“HOUSE OF 


Gen. Campos’ Policy Will Be One 
of Conciliation. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—The policy of | 
Gen. Martinez Campos, Spain's Commander- | 
in-Chief, who is now en route to Cuba for 
the decisive stroke against the revolution, is 
made known in copies of the proceedings 
of the Spanish Congress just received. On 
the night Campos sailed both he and the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs addressed the 
Cortes. The significance of Gen. Campos’ 
speech lay in its conciliatory tone, show- 
ing that his purpose was to avoid bloodshed. 
It also brought out that, while he would 
keep free from y entanglements in 
Cuba, he would be strongly inclined toward 
the autonomists, or conservative element, 
and would depend on them to resist the sep- 
aration from Spain, 

J am in hope, said Gen; Cam , “that 
when I arrive in Cuba the war will be over, 
for I have no wish for that kind of glory.“ 

He expr hope that the various polit- 
ical parties in Cuba would be inspired to 
assist him in putting down the uprising. 

“TI will do everything,“ said he “toward 
a omy | that no party whatever shall exer- 
cise its influence against the autonomistic 
element.“ 

It was a coincidence that the autonomist 
— held a meeting in Havana, passing 
resolutions of welcome to Campos and pro- 
nouncing against separation from the moth- 
er country. The principles of the autono- 
mists are for home rule in Cuba, similar 
to the home rule of Canada and other Brit- 
ish colonies, but not absolute separation 
from Spain. It is gauged from Gen. Cam- 
pos’ speech that he will take this middle 
course of home rule, without entire separa- 
tion from the mother country. 

The report that President Marti would 
promulgate the new Constitution of the 
revolutionists to-day and would then come 
to the United States to secure recognition, 
is received with some doubt Dy those in 
Washington personally acquainted with 
Marti and familiar with the status of af- 
fairs. They say no election for President 
has been held. Marti is well known here. 


LAUNCHED THE ST, PAUL. 


Twin Steamer of the St. Louis Moved 
From Her Ways. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 10.—The big 
steamer St. Paul, which disappointed so 
many people on March 2, by refusing to 
move from the ways, was successfully 
launched at 1:6 p. m. to-day, at Cramp’s 
ship yard, in the presence of nearly 40,00 
persons. There was no hitch in to-day’s 
programme. The steamer was christened 
by Miss Francis Griscom, daughter of the 
President of the International Navigation 


Co. The launching was witnessed by the 
Governor and members of both branches 


of the lature, 

It is well known that the St. Paul is almost 
the counte rt of the St. Louis, differing 
chiefly in es steering apparatus. On the 
St. Louis it is of the screw gear type, with 
Williamson’s steam and hand steering en- 
gine, while on the St. Paul, Brown's patent 
steering gear is used. The rudder is of the 
single plate type. The ship’s dimensions | 
are: Length between perpendicular, 535 feet;

ing capacity of main saloon, 322; seating ca- 
pacity of second cabin, 208; berthing ca- 
pacity of steerage about 900, 

The propelling machinery is a pair of ver- 
tical quadruplex expansion engines to carry 
a working steam pressure of 200 pounds and 
expected to develop from 18,000 to 20,000 
collective indicated horse-power. These are 
the largest and most pnggrerful marine en- 
gines ever built in America, and as the 
terme of quadruple expansion has never 

fore been applied on so large a scale, its 
results in this case will be watched with 
interest. Hall & Watman anchors are to 
be used. The ship will carry fourteen 
chambers collapsible life-boats, fourteen or- 
dinary life-boats, one ordinary cutter, one 
gig and four metal boats. 

The specifications of the Secretary of the 
Navy to enable these ships to carry and 
operate at least eight 6-inch rifled cannon 
have been more than fulfilled in their con- 
struction. The boilers and en es can 
protected by coal or other suitable material, 
while their rudder area will give them tre- 
mendous m vering power, thus turning 
them into most effective cruisers. They can 
carry enough coal, cargo being excluded, to 
cross the Atlantic and return at their 
highest speed, and at the ordinary cruiser’s 
speed, ten or twelve knots, they can steam 
for sixty days without replenishing their 
coal, a distance of about 19,000 knots. 

The vessels are practically unsinkable. 
The colliding boat would have to cut clear 
through the engines and engine-room and 
then through six feet of solid steel before 
penetrating the second room, an almost im- 
possible feat. 

In marine accidents nerally, where a 
ship is struck on the bulkhead and the two 
compartments adjacent are flooded she will 
inevitably sink. In the case of the St. Louis 
and St. ul, however, the subdivision is

CITY MEAT CONTRACTS. 


Charity Commission Report Corrobor- 
ates the Expose in the Post-Dispatch. 


The expose in the Post-Dispatch of the 
frauds in connectien with the contracts 
for meat for the city institutions has borne 
fruit. At the meeting of the Board of 
Charity Commissioners, held Tuesday at- 
ternoon, the annual report was submitted 
to Mayor Walbridge. 

It contains a complete corroboration of 
the charges made that irregularities have 
existed and still exist. “‘Disregard of the 
requirements of contracts, resulting in 
fraudulent use of the sys funds, have 
been reported to the Supply Commissioner 
with little relief, and contracts for the same 
condemned articles of food have been relet 
to A same violating parties,“ says the re- 


“Numerous complaints that the food fur- 
nished is unwholesome have been. investi- 


gated, and in nearly every case found justi- 


able. Members of the Board have de- 
voted a great deal of time to an investiga- 
tion of the quality of food furnished, and 
it has been found to be of a very low grade 
in every case where it was not absolutely 
unwholesome or spoiled.’’ 

The Work-house is particularly scored. 
Supt. Lohrum is dec.ared absolutely in- 
competent, as told in the Post-Dispatch in 
an article foreshadowing what the Charity 
Commissioners’ report would contain. Jos. 
Galen, the Assistant Superintendent, should 
be discharged, the report says, and the en- 
tire management, which has been incom- 
~ and inhumane, should be revolution- 
zed, 


SCHOOL BOARD MEETING. 


Case of the Medical Society Laid Over 
Until April 23 Next. 


The School Board, in regular monthly 
session Tuesday evening, failed to take up 
the case of the Medical Society, charged 
with violating the rules of the board in 
holding executive sessions in the assembly 
room. ‘ 

H. C. Grawe was armed with a resolution 
recommending that the board oust the 
society. Under the order of new business“ 
he attempted to introduce it, but Chairman 
Dieckman of the Teachers Committee se- 
cured the floor and then followed a length 
discussion on a shortage in teachers’ sal 
funds.

When the 
scramble ended it was past 10 6’clock and 
all other business was referred to a special 
meeting to be held April 23. Mr. Dieck- 
man’s request was referred to the Ways 
and Means Committee for action. 

William Macklin, attorney for Heine 
Marks, was present as a witness in the 
event of the medical case being brought up. 
From the discussion of the subject, but two 
of the directors, J. H. Spinning and L. J. 
Holthaus, appeared to fagor the medicos. 

During the evening much routine busi- 
ness was dispatched, The recommenda- 
tions of the Building Committee for the 
awarding of contracts for the repairs and 
enlargement of the L’'Ouverture School, Jef- 
ferson School, Dozier Addition, Longfellow 
and Lafayette schools, at a total cost of 
$84,804 were laid over. The selection of a 
site for a school at Clifton Heights was re- 
erred back to the Land and Leasing Com- 
mittee. 

The Teachers Committee recommended 
the holding of school picnics and Supt. 
Long was authorized to issue permits. 

Representatives of Harvard University, 
Yale College and the Massachusetts School 
of Technology were granted permission to 
use rooms in the High School Ruilding for 
examinations. ;

Mr. Cobb offers a luhch of sandwiches 
and coffee to all poor people who will 
first attend an hour’s gospel service Sun- 
day evenings.

His first 
experiment was last Sunday, when 200 
unemployed men devoured 239 sandwiches 
and drank twenty gallons of coffee, hav- 
ing first complied with his terms by de- 
voting an hour of their otherwise useless 
time to the worship of God. 

Chaplain Cobb has hit upon a winning 
expedient. Exhortations addressed to 
hungry men to be wise and good, to be 
well ordered citizens and zealous sup- 
potters of the Law and Order League 
will, as a rule, be so much seed thrown 
upon stony ground unless accompanied 
by some immediate practical inducement. 
A discontented mind goes with a hungry 
stomach, and it is of little avail to feed 
the spiritual life while the material man 
is entfrely neglected. 

It is to be hoped that Chaplain Cobb 
will always have enough sandwiches to 
go round and that his coffee will be so 
much better than levee whisky that the 
latter will be no temptation tg his con- 
gregations. | 


PERVERTING HISTORY. 


In his “History of the Last Quarter 
Century in the United States” Prof. E. 
Benjamin Andrews defends the public 
men, and particularly Oakes Ames, in 
connection with the Credit Mobilier 
scandal. After relating the history of the 
Credit Mobilier and the circumstances 
under which Ames placed stock with 
Congressmen “where,” as he said, “it 
would do the most good,” he inserts the 


following explanation and apology: 
“Mr, Ames’ motive was laudable—the 


completion 6f a great national work which 
has long since paid the country many times 
its cost. * * * He wished to be fortified. 
His method certainly carried him to the 
verge of propriety, and perhaps beyond; but, 
everything considered, the evidence shows 
little ground for the peculiar execration 
visited upon him. The Poland Committee of 
the House, reporting on Feb. 18, 1878, de- 
clared that Ames had acted with ‘intent to 
influence the votes of members.” In the 
sense that he sought to interest men in the 
enterprise to prevent them from sacrificing 
it through apathy or spite this was proba- 
bly true. That it was true in any other 
sense is at least not proved.”

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STATE LEGISLATURES. | 
The Illinois Senate Passes the Kinder- 
i garten Bill. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., April 10.—The Senate 
yesterday passed the House kindergarten 


bill, introduced by Mr. Bryan. It authorizes 
boards of education, when a majority of the 
legal voters of the district vote in favor of 
the proposition, to establish kindergarten 
schools for the instruction of children from 
4 to 6 years of age. This is a bill which the 
school teachers of the State have been try- 
ing to get through for some time. It now 
only needs the signature of the Governor to 
make it a law. 

Representative Farrell introduced a Dill 
to prohibit the use of clock, tape, slot or 
other machines for gambling purposes. — 
penalties range all the way from a 
fine to imprisonment in the penitentiary for 
four years. All machines of the kind de- 
scribed are to be seized and confiscated. 

The House has used to recede from its 
amendment to the Anna Insane Hospital 
appropriation bill, cutting the appropriation 
for rebuilding from $190,000 to $86, This 
means that a conference committee will 
have to adjust the difference between the 
two hotises. Owi to the present condition 
of the Treasury the amount is not likely 
to be materially increased at present.

SUBURBAN EXTENSION. 
Signing of the Lindell Bill Means 


Construction of New Lines. 


The signing of the Lindell ‘Railway exten- 
sion bill by the Mayor means the immediate 
construction by that line of a double track 
electric road from the present terminus of 
the Chouteau avenue line in Forest Park 
by a route south of the Clayton road and by 
a trestle over the River des Peres to the 
private right of way of the Lindell road, 
thence along the south line of the park 
westward to the city limits. 

There a loop will be built and a connec- 
tion made with the St. Louis anl Kirkwood 
road, which, over a year ago, secured the 
title to a Strip of land fifty feet wide from 
the south line of the park, where the Lin- 
dell extension ends, in a direct line to Kirk- 
wood, and thence to Meramec ‘Highlands. 
A branch is to be built, also, from the main 
line to the Clayton and Forest Park Rail- 
way line, and another branch along the 
city limits, southward through Benton, El- 
lendale, Maplewood, Shrewsbury and Old 
Orchard, reaching to Webster Groves. 

These lines will prove a great benefit 
to residents of the suburban towns named, 
as they will afford at the most a ten-cent 
fare into any part of the city\ Trains, it is 
stated, will be run every fifteen minutes 
during the day and possibly oftener. 

A meeting of the stockholders of the St. 
Louis and Kirkwood road has been called 
for the purpose of increasing the capital 
stock of the company from $100,000 to $300,000 
and of issuing first mortgage bonds to the 
same amount. This is taken to mean that 
the company is in earnest in building the 
suburban lines named.
